IRONTON, Mo., May 1.—Dalilas 
Sutton, 21-year-old lead miner, of 
Annapolis, Mo., was in jail here 
today charged with the murder of 
Edmund W. Cook, 60, cashier of 
the Bank of Des Arc, who was 
shot to death in a holdup yester- 
day afternoon. 

Sutton was captured near An- 
napolis shortly before midnight 
after he had walked and run more 
than 12 miles trom Des Arc, Sher- 
iff William C. Barnes said today 
that the vouth had confessed, ex- 
plaining that he was seized with 
panic when Cook refused to raise 
his hands and pulled the trigger 
of his revolver unconsciously. 

Des Arc, a hamlet of 
population, is on the Missouri Pa- 
cific about 130 miles from St. 
Louis. The bank, a small institu- 
tion with total resources of about 
$16,000, occupies a store room on 
the main street Officers and di- 
rectors are business men of the 
town and Cook was the only em- 
ploye. 

Sutton, who had been discharged 
from a lead mine recently for in- 
subordination, told the Sheriff he 
had decided to rob the bank on a 
previous visit to Des Are. Yester- 
day he went there in his automo- 
bile, parked the machine in the 
street and loitered near the door 
for more than an hour. . Several 
townspeople observed him leaning 
against a post and subsequently 
were able to identify him. 

Sutton Draws Revolver. 

At 3 o’clock; Cashier 
the bank unguarded and walked 
across the street to the postoffice. 
Sutton edged close to the door and 
when Cook returned, he entered 
behind the cashier. Inside, Cook 
turned and inquired the young 
inan’s business. Sutton drew his 
revolver and ordered the cashier 
to raise his hands. Instead Cook 
stepped through the door to the 
cage, Slamming it behind him. 
Sutton fired‘a shot which pierced 
a wood panel, 

The bullet entered Cook’s mouth 
and penetrated into his’ brain, 
causing instant death. Without 
trying to get any money, Sutton 
turned and fled from the bank 
with his weapon in his hand.

NEW YORK, May 1. — Elmer 
(Buddy) Howard, of New Haven, 
winner of the National A. A. U. 
heavyweight boxing championship, 
has had his amateur registration 
ecard canceled and been stripped 
of his title “1onors, Daniel J. Fer- 
ris, National A. A. U. secretary, 
announced today. 

Howard recently announced his 
intention to turn professional and 
applied for a license to box in New 
York. 

Charges against Howard, involv- 
ing his amateur status, have been 
pending for some time, Ferris said, 
but no fermal action was taken 
until the local A. A. U. registra- 
tion committee, in Philadelphia, 
today cancéled Howard’s amateur 
card on grounds of misrepresenta- 
tion. He was régistered and com- 
peted as a representative of the 
Philadelphia district in the Na- 
tional championships at Boston, 
after having been refused a license 
by the Cannecticut Association of 
the A. A. U.
